Charleston, S. C., August 31.—Re-

received here today indicate 
that at least SO persons 
lost their 


lives" in the hurricane that swept the 
Atlantic coast Sunday nigh- and Mon- 
day. 
Several remote sea islands are 


still to be heard from, and much loss 
of 
life 
is 
believed 
to have oc- 


curred on the ships which are still at 
sea in a disabled condition. 


With battered vessels putting in af 
the various 
Atlantic 
ports almost 


hourly tne property loss cannot be 
estimated, but it is believed the total 
amount will appoximate $3,000,000, 


The damage to property here alone 


Is placed at $1,500,000. Conditions 
In this city are fast becoming nor- 
mal. 


All street car lines except one are 


running, and electrical power is now 
available for commercial purposes 
Telephone service and the light plant 
again are in operation. 


Thousands of laborers are cleaning 
lip the wreckage and the city is be- 
ginning to look like itsself. 


The Lexington of the Merchant's & 


Miner's line, and running 
betweer 


Savannah and Philadelphia, had al 
ready battlea hours against the hurri- 
cane when the revenue cutter Yam- 
acraw picked tip a call for help froir 
the rigging, by a sixteen year old op- 
erator, Sheetz, and rushed to her as- 
eistance. Twelve passengers, a stew- 
n'd, and three negro employees, were 
taken off the ship, but the captai 
and crew declared they would staj 
aboard as long as there was a. mast tc 
cling to.

tle with the sea were told by the Lex 
ington's passengers.

Persistently Sheetz ticked out hir 


call for help and kept the terror 
stricken passengers from abandoning 
hope. Finally a terrific wave struck 
the ship and 
wrecked the wireless- 
station on board. 


For a moment it seemed that hope 


•was dashed, but Sheetz climbed intr 
the rigging and hastily fixed up a sta 
Hon. 
Tn imminent danger of his lift 
Irom the high wind which threafene'' 
>o tear him fioni his seat, and blind 
ed by the spray Sheetz sent out hi 
piea for aid. 


Suddenly through the storm he was 


answered by the revenue c-uttei Yam- 
acraw. 


Three 
times the Lexington was 


covered with water, the pumps ex 
•pelling enough to clear the upper por 
tions and float the stern. 


Passengers incessantly prayed foi 
abatement of the storm, and when 
the government steamer hove in sight 
a mighty cry of relief went up from 
the sorely stricken. 


When the captain realized the dan 


ger of tho liner breaking up at any 
minute, he had life preservers strap- 
ped on every passenger. 


Three times in one hour the entire 


hull of the Lexington was completely 
Jost to view. 
With the craft at the 


mercy of the elements, because it was 
Impossible to make the least head- 
way, great seas were swept down on 
tne boat covering her from stem to 
stern. 


When the United States Revenue 


eutter Yamacraw came within two 01 
three miles of the Lexington it was 
found hazardous to procee.i farther.

New York, August 31.—Mat Wells, 


a heavy cheeked Englishman, who 
holds the championship title of Great 
Britain, beat Knockout Brown in 10 
fast rounds last night at the Madison 
Square Garden. 
There was no ques- 


tion over the decision. It \yas simply 
a case of a veteran ring general out- 
pointing and outfighting a tough lit- 
tle fellow. Brown was always willing 
to swap punches with his opponent, 
but the Englishman was too wary, 
and he did what punching he wanted 
to and stopped Brown from getting 
over that left that carried slumber 
with it. 
In nearly every round the 


black-haired Britain 
would 
dance 


around, jab in with 
lightning like 


rapidity and then duck or sidestep 
any dangerous wallops that came his 
way. 
Repeatedly Wells cracked his 


right full tilt against the Dutchman's 
jaw. But the game Teuton just shook 
his head and 
waded in for more. 


Brown is certainly game, for he took 
a'fine bunch of wallops 
without 


breaking down under the onslaught. 
With nose badly 
battered and a 


trickle of gore dropping 
from 
his 


mouth he kept going. 
In the third 


round, Wells hit what was probably 
the most deadly blow during the en- 
tire battle. A short 
snappy 
right 


crashed through the air, hit Brown's 
nose and broke the bone. 


\Vells showed 
his 
knowledge of 


English fighting 
by 
heeling with 


glove and arm. Referee White warn- 
ed him several times without avail. 
What puzzled the fans 
greatly was 


that Wells used his right most of the 
time. 
The last time he fought his 


right hand was practically tied, and 
he depended upon his left strictly 
This only demonstrated his general- 
ship, for he beat Brown in an entire- 
ly different plan than expected.

Square Garden had been sold before

than the gallery price. 


Knockout Brown stepped on the 


scales a few minutes after 4. They 
were set for 183, but Brown failed 
to shake the beam. A moment later 
Wells weighed, the scales balancing 
nicely, showing that he was at least 
a few ounces within the limit. The 
Englishman had a hard time how- 
ever, making the weight, and for a 
few minutes it looked as though there 
might be a chance for Brown's man- 
ager to claim the 
forfeit. 
Wells, 


however, was put through a sweat- 
ing process and managed to tip the 
beam according to agreement. 


The scene at. Madison avenue en- 


trance to the Garden approached the 
riotous. 
People fought for vantage 


tooth and nail, heel and elbow, push- 
ing, pulling, shoving, any way to get 
through. 
Some in their excitement 


wielded canes, and umbrellas over 
the heads and 
shoulders 
of 
their 


neighbors, while half a dozen men 
attached to the show stood above the 
crowd and vainly implored order. 


The jam extended for blocks on 


every side of the garden and as early

Cincinnati, Aug. 31.—The Nation- 


al Baseball 'Commission will 
meet 


today at the Sinton Hotel to take up 
the demands of the American Asso- 
ciation which have been submitted 
to the commission some time ago. 


The demands of the American As- 


sociation are, first, that it be consid- 
ered a separate body and free from 
the jurisdiction of the National As- 
sociation of Minor Leagues.

jor organizations must be done on 
July 1, and that the drafting 
price 


should be fixed at 15000 per player. 


Third, that the American Associa- 


tion has the right to purchase play- 
ers under the same conditions as the 
American and National Leagues. 


The matter will be thoroughly dis- 


cussed today when Trornas M. Chiv- 
ington of the American 
Association 


will appear before the 
commission 


with a committee representing that 
body. 
Thomas K. Lynch, president 


of the National League, arrived front 
Xew York yesterday, and Ban John- 
son, head of the American 
League, 


also got in from Chicago. The two 
held a long conference with Chair- 
man 
Herrmann 
last night. The 


drafts will be passed on at Friday's 
session. 


Besides numerous magnates from 


the two big leagues, there will 
be 


present a number of others, Presi- 
dent Kavanaugh of 
the 
Southern 


L«ague being due today, and also 
John Farrell, secretary of the 
Na- 


tional Association of Minor Leagues. 


Messrs. Lynch, Johnson and Herr- 


mann declined to discuss the matter 
and also declined to,, give out the de- 
mands of the Association in full. 


While everything seems to be quiet 


below the surface, there appears 
to 


be something stirring and it is just 
possible that the American Associa- 
tion may go through with threats of 
starting a baseball war in case 
its 


demands are not complied with. Thia

EXPLOSION OP 


BOMB FRIGHTENED 


GUESTS OF HOTELS 


New York, Aug. 23.—The explosion 


of a "Black Hand'-bomb loaded with 
dynamite and gun cotton on the front 
ot an Italian fruit store at Lexington 
avenue and Fifty-first street early yes- 
terday rattled the windows of resi- 
dences and apartment houses for a 
mile along fashionable Fifth avenue 
and awakened hundreds of guests in 
the Hotel Plaza and 
St. Regis and 


other fashionable hotels. 


Tho infernal machine, which the po- 


lice say was hurled by a "Black Hand" 
from a flying taxicab, was one of tile 
most powerful ever exploded in New 
York. It tore a great hole in the 
pavement and demolished the lower 
portion of the building. A police Ser- 
geant, who stood at a corner a block 
above, watched the speeding taxicab 
as it slowed down on the 
asphalted 


stieet, and then was suddenly thrown 
of his feet whe nthe crash came. 


He hoped to be able to identify the 


taxicab, which he says was jet Mack 
in color and somewhat 
unusual 
in 


shape. 
The fruit dealer, Charles Ro- 


mo, who is reported wealthy, told the 
police that he had received many let- 
ters demanding money and threaten- 
ing all sorts of dire punishment it the 
cash was not fortcoming. Homo's loss

building will probably reach $5,000. 


An hour after the Lexington-avenue 


explosion the police of the adjoining 
precinct reported a similar explosion 
in East Twenty-ninth street, in front 
of the headquarters of Anthony T. 
Capuco, proprietor of the Manhattan

company.
